Framework Familiar to All.

"until May 26, 1900, the legislature of Illinois 


was engaged in fruitiessly balloting for a sen- 
ator to succeed Mr. Hopkins, who was then 
a member of the senate. 

„Mr. Hopkins had received a large vote by 
way of instruction in the primaries, and Mr. 
Stringer’ wes the caucus selection, or the 
primary selection, of. the Démocratic party, 
and the votes ran for many .weekes, for 
months, with. the greater part, of the Re- 
publicans voting for Mr. Hopkins, but with 
a sufficient number of votes scattering about 
to prevent an election, and the greater part 
of the Democrats voting for Mr. Stringer. 
„on May 26 there was a sudden change, 
and the votes of a very large part of the 
Republicans and all of the Democrats. were 
turned to Mr. Lorimer, who up to that time 
had not been an avowed candidate, there | 
being only an occasional ecattering vote for 
him. 

Reviews Conditions on Roll Call.” 
„On that day there were 202 members of 
the legislatune of Illinois present in the joint 
session of the two houses. making 102 votes 
necessary to an dection. On the ballot to 
which. 1 have referred, on the roll call 
of the senate there were ten votes 
for Mr. Lorimer, and on “the roll call 
of the house there were nipety-one 
votes tor Mr. Lorimer, making à total 
ot 101 votes. Thereupon seven Republican 
senators who had voted for Mr. Hopkins on 
the roll call changed their votes from Mr. 
Hopkins to Mr. Lorimer, making 108 votes 
for. Mr. Lorimer, and he was declared to be 
elected on these 106 votes. Fifty-three of 
them were cast by Democrats and fifty-five 
by Republicans. 

The investigation concerns itself with the 
way in which those 108 votes were procured. 
It is practically concentrated upon the way 

which the fifty-three, Democratic votes 
secured, because it was a matter for 
fers inquiry that the fifty-three Demo- 
erats should leave the candidate of thelr 
own primary and unfte upon a candidate of 
the opposite party. 

Torimer's Part Undisputed. 

Now there are certain undisputed facts 
which ‘bear on this inquiry as to the fifty- 
three Democ votes. The first. which I 
ask you to consider is that Mr. Lorimer was 
. at Springfield and in attendance at 

the state capital at the time of this election 
and he had been there for several weeks. 

It appears that one of the Democrats 
who had been asked to vote for Mr. Lorimer 
raised some objection and was directed or 
requested to go into the speaker's room 
this is the day of the election —to go into 
the speakers room and see Mr. Lorimer.

Big Squabble Expected Before 
‘One of Delegation Is Forced 
Out of Office.

@pringfield, II., Feb. 8.—[Special.]—If the 
Gecision of the Republican congressional 
caucug at Washington stands and Mitnois 
loses one of its congressional districts the 
Biggest row which the state has seen since 
the Hopkins-Lorimer scandal will come. 

It is known that the Iitinols congresatonal 
@elegation is trying to dictate the member- 
ship of the house committee du congressional 
apportionment. Speaker Adkins has named 
only one member of this committee. This 
was the chairman, Representative Chéper- 
fisid of Canton. There is reason to believe 
that the delay in naming the other members 
ts due to the scrap among the Illinois con- 
gresemen, especially in cases where they 
have been particular friends of Wiliam Lor- 
imer. 

This wae demonstrated in the case of the 
member of the house committee from the 
Twenty-fifth congressional district, which is 
represented in the federal house by N. B. 
Thistlewood of Cairo. 

Choice I by Adkins. 

Speaker Adkins annotnoed that the Repub- 
lican members from each congressional dis- 
trict would choose the member of the appor- 
tlonment committee. The Republican mem- 
ders from the Cairo district are Dempsey 
Winthrop of Perry county and William Stev- 
on of Randolph county from the Forty- 
fourth senatorial district and Hall Whitaker 
ef Pulaski and R. D. Kirkpatrick of Frank- 
lin from the Fiftieth senatorial district. The 
three last are anti-Lorimer men and Kirk- 
patrick and Stevenson were in the last house. 

They chose Kirkpatrick for the member of 
the congressional apportionment committee 
and his name was sent in to the speaker. 

“I cannot appoint him.“ Said Speaker 4 
kins, and he produced a letter from Congress~ 
man Thistlewood which demanded the ap- 
pointment of Winthrop and made other com- 
mittee recommendations to Speaker Adkins. 


Thistlewood Withdraws Order. 

There was a roar which reached to Cairo. 
The three other Republicans telegraphed to 
Thistlewood at Washington. He sent back 
this reply: : 

“ Withdraw my letter recommending Win- 
throp and all other committee recommenda- 
tions. NAPOLEON B. THISTLE Wwoop.”’ 

The other three men ‘‘ kicked to Speaker 
Adkins, and it is reported that the speaker 
promised to place Kirkpatrick on the con- 
gressional apportionment committee. He 
named Kirkpatrick as chairman of the sene- 
torial apportionment committee, but the 
powers that be have decided there sbali be 
no senatorial reapportionment. 

Two things are sure. One is that Illinois, 
by the decision of the Republican caucus in 
Washington, is to lose a congressman, and 
the other is that, by virtue of the apportion- 
ment made in 1901, the one eliminated must 
be a downstate Republicam The one to go 
probably will be an insurgent Republican. 


Democrats Confer om Plan. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. &—Democratio 
jeaders in the house are arranging to canvass 
their party on the congressione! apportion- 
ment proposition. 

The caucus of Republican representatives 
last night agreed upon the plan of Represen- 
tative Campbell of Kansas for a continuance 
of the present house membérship of 391, 
which means a reduction of numerical 
strength in fourteen states and a gain in ten 
states. Some of the Democrate are in favor 
of a house of 483 members. 

The following states would have their rep- 
resentation ‘reduced .under the 391 plan: 
Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, 
Nebraska, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Ohio, Tennessee, Virginia, Wisconsin, and 
Maine, one each, and Missouri, two. On the 
other hand, California, New York, Oklahoma, 
amd Washington would gain two each, and 
Arizona, Montana, New Jersey, New Mexico, 
Orewon, Pennsylvania, and Texas one each.

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POISON TRIAL STILL STIRS 


Russ Slayer Says He Furnished 
Co-defendant with’ Germs. 


PRISONER IS MUCH AGITATED 


Case in St. Petersburg Productive of 
More Sensation, 


ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 3.—The trial of 
Dr. Pantchenko and Count O’Brien de Lacey, 
charged with murder in the poisoning of 
Count Vassilii' Bourturlin, De Lassy’s 
brother-in-law, continued today productive 
of sensation. 

Testimony was adduced showing that 
Pantchenko had secured tubes of diphtheria 
and cholera germs, which he had represented 
were required for scientific purposes. He de- 
clared he had given the tubes of oholora toxin 
to De Lassy, who had furnished the money 
with which he made the journey to Kron- 
stadt to get them. The diphtherial toxin, he 
aid, he had thrown away. 


Prisoner Fidgets in Chair. 

A commission of medical experts testified 
that Bouturlin’s death was due to poison and 
that the polson could have been diphtherial 
toxfn.' Throughout the report of the experts 
Pantchenko’s face lost its color and he fidget- 
ed in his chair as he watched them. The 
} prisoner's agitation heightened. when the 
prosecutor announced the result of the medi- 
cal evidence. In addressing the mene 
Judge he said: 

“ Pantchenko, during the trial, postponed 
his explanation until the testimony of the 
medical experts bad been concluded. Per- 
haps Pantchenko now will find it possible to 
answer the question whether he injected 
diphtherial toxin. into Count Bouturlin.”

All eyes in the courtroom be@ame focused 
on Pantchenko, who slowly rose from his 
seat and stood silent for several moments, 
plucking his patriarchal beard with his trem- 
bling fingers.

U.S. INTERVENES IN HONDURAS 


Government Believes Reign of 
Present Ruler Is Tottering. 


SEEK TRUCE WITH BONILLA. 


Action Conforms with Wish of Presi- 
dent Davilla. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 3.—The govern- 
ment of President Davilla of Honduras, in 
the opinion of this government, is tottering. 

Upon the arrival of Gen. Bonilla at Puerto 
Cortez, the United States will proffer its 
good offices to the revolutionary commander 
in an effort to bring about cessation of the 


internal strife in Honduras. 


The explanation of the action of the Ameri- 
can navel forces in landing at Puerto Cortez 
in Honduras and in undertaking to inter- 
vene between the government forces and 
the insurrectionists with a view to bringing 
about a settlement of the difficulty in that 
country without further bloodshed was made 
today when the state department made pub- 
lic the text of telegrams exchanged between 
President Taft and President Davilla of Hon- 
duras within the last six days. 

Conforms to Davilla’s Wish. 

From this telegraphic correspondence it 
appears that in seeking to restore peace be- 
tween the warring factions in Honduras 
President Taft ie simply conforming to the 
earnest wish of President Davilla, who tele- 
graphed last Sunday that the government of 
Honduras was resolved to approve the loan 
convention, that a suspension of hostilities 
was necessary to prevent shedding of blood, 
and asking Taft to intervene to the end that 
the war may cease. 

President Taft’s answer was forwarded last 
Tuesday. It said that the importance of the 
loan negotiations les in their being a con- 
tributory means to the same end, and this

MORE DEATHS FROM PLAGUE _ 


REPORTED IN CHINA CAPITAL. 


United States Among Nations Send- 
ing ssions to Districts Which 
Are Infected. 


PEKING, Feb. 8—Geveral additional 
deaths from the plague occurred 1 Peking 
today. 

Austria, Italy Great Britain, and the United 
States are sending plague commissions to the 
infected districts, and it is expected that 
other nations will do likewise. 

Medical men throughout China who have 
searched the records discovered only brief 
paragraphs in them concerning, pneumonic 
and septicemic forms of the plague. The 
septiceemic type sometimes is fatal in three 
hours. Its bacilli apparently are identical 
with those of the bubonic plague, but their 
action is quite different.

manner that occasionally seems foreed and 
unnatural. The performance was calculated 
to emphasize its lyric and sentimental values 
as well as its opportunities for the display of 
orchestral sonority and smoothness. In the 
latter respect it fell a trifle short of the stand- 
ards set by the orchestra in the Smetana over- 
ture, which was a model of all the virtues 
assembled in the word ensemble. 

„The Nicode fantasie for ‘orchestra, The 
Chase After Fortune,“ was an addition of 
doubtful worth to the program. The composer 
confesses to the Henneberg painting of like 
title as the source of his inspiration and few 
who have heard the composition will deslre 
‘to see the picture.

Residents of Austin Say Half of Robert

Complaints concerning sanitary conditions 
in four public school bulldings were received 
by. the buildings and grounds committee of 
the board of education yesterday.

Hartmann, president of the Belden Athietic 
association, who declared that disgraceful 
conditions prevail at the Darwin school, 
Edgewood avenue and Catalpa court; from 
David R. Malloy with regard to the Jones 
school, Harrison street and Plymouth court, 
and from Lule M. Snodgrass, chairman of 
the sanitation committee of the Austin Par- 
ents’ association, with regard to the Austin 
High school. 

Mr. Malloy asked that the playgrounds be 
paved. Mr. Snodgrase urged bubbling drink- 
ing fountains to replace the ineanitary cups. 
The committee ordered an investigation.

. HORACE GREELEY. 

The hundredth anniversary of the birth 
of Horace Greeley was celebrated yesterday 
in New York City, where he spent most of 
his life, in the New Hampshire town where 


he was born, and in the Colorado city which 
was pamed after him. The day was degerv- 


among the conspicuous Americans of the 
last century. He was the rounder of a great | 
N whose influence, notably in the 
‘years. before the ciyil war, would seem 


amazing to thöse who did not witness t. 


That influence he owed to the popular be- 


his absolute sincerity. . 

That was apparent in all his ntterances, 
whether they related to protection för 
American industry or to the “ crying sin” 
of African slavery. But moral issues 
touched him most profoundly. It was in 
dealing with them that his passionate de- 
votion to the right found its most impressive 
and powerful expression. It was impossible 
for. him to champion a cause which he be- 
lieved to-be wrong. Any cause, no matter 
how feeble and unpopular, which appealed 
to bis moral sense found in him an inde- 
fatigable friend. He and his paper were 
hated ferociously in the south, but it be- 
came the gospel of northern and weste en 
farmers. 

Greeley’s happier and more useful years 
were those which preceded the civil war. 
He was emphatically a man of peace. He 
was lost and confused while the titanic 
strife between north and south was going on. 
He had contributed to thé nomination of 
Mr. Lincoln through his breach with Mr. 
Seward. but his passionate longing for peace 
made him an unjust critic of Mr. Lincoln's 
war policy.

MPEROR FRANCIS JOSEPH has in- 
augurated a reform which has caused 
‘much burning among the mem- 
bers of the house of Hapsburg at 
Vienna. From time immemorial, car- 
riages and horses from the imperial) stables 
have been at their disposal. As the arch- 
dukes and archduchesses are numerous— 
there probably. are a hundred of them—and, 
moreover, required carriages and horses, not 
only for themselves but also for the mem- 
bers of their suites, the drain on the im- 
perial stables and consequently upon the 
einperor's purse was great. 

His stables and his horses and carriages 
still are at the disposal of the archdukes 
aud archduchesses. But each time they are 
used in this fashion, the fact is recorded and 
early in last month each of the grownup 
archdukes and aerchduchesses received an 
account from the imperia! stable department 
for their use of the horses and carriages 
during 1910. 

They cannot refuse to pay. For were they 
to resort to Any such step, the further use 
of horses and carriages from the imperial 
stables would be denied to them, while the 
money which they owe would be subtracted 
by the grand master of 
hold, from the income the 
large private fortune of the house of Ha po- 
burg, which ig under the sole control of the 
sovereign, of the minister of the imperial 
house. and of the grand master of the court— 
that is to say, Prince Montenuovo. 

If the emperor hag been induced to in- 
augurate this reform it ig because the im- 
perial family has become so numerous and 
the privilege with regard @ his stables has 
been abused. Moreover, his civil list, al- 
though it amounts to close upon $5,000,000 
is barely sufficient to meet the heavy calls 
that are made upon it. Thus, thesubvention 
to the imperial opera and to the court thea- 
ters considerably. exceeds 1.000 000 crowns, 
while nearly twice that amount goes to the 
upkeep of the various imperial parks and 
zovingical gardens that are open to the pub- 
lic. The museums and the libraries, which 
are acceselbie to the people, represent an- 
other million of crowns per annum. In fact, 
there is no end to the expenses of this kind, 
while enormous sumsiare devoted to chari- 
table objects. It is only by the most careful 
management that it is possible to balance the 
expenditures with the receipts, although the 
venerabie monarch’s own personal expenses 
are so meager that they could easily be cov- 
ered by $5 a day.

With the death of Sir Charles Elliott there 
disappears a baronetcy which was created in 
favor of his grandfather, a singularly pic- 
turesque character, old Sir George Elliot, the 
original of Sir Gorgeous Midas, so frequent- 
ly and amusingly portrayed by Du Maurier in 
the pages of Punch. While his vulgarity 
was of the most appalling character, yet 
it was counterbalanced by much kindness of 
heart, princely generosity, singular shrewd- 
ness in business matters, and great energy 
of enterprise. 

His one weak point was his vanity, of 
which he gave an amusing illustration on 
one occasion at Swindon, in a public address. 
During the course of the latter he related 
hie humble beginnings, how he had started 
out as a pit laddie at the age of 10, working 
his way up to the ownership of the very 
mine in which he had commenced his career 
to the possession of immense wealth, a bar- 
onetcy, and membership of parliament. He 
wound up. however, with the characteristic 
phrase, that although he had held up his 
life as an illustration of what could be 
achieved by energy, honesty, and persever- 
ancé, yet I cannot expect that you will 
all become Sir George Elliotts.“

It was this vanity—a pardonable vanity, 
perhaps—which was the cause of Sir George 
becoming the prey of a notorious American 
adventuress of the name of Amelia Hairs, 
also known to the police in this country as 
Madam Chiome, and who some fifteen years 
ago attracted much attention through her 
efforts to obtain money from Mrs. O. H. P. 
Belmont and other well known people in 
New York seciety. She bad made his ac- 
quaintance in 1885, in connection with some 
Silosian mining concession which she claimed 
to possess and which she expressed a de- 
sire to turn to pecuniary account. The ac- 
quaintance thus begun terminated in 1889 
in a sensational breach of promise case. 

The trial was a cause célébre and in reply 
to che cross examining counsel the plaintiff, 
who was about 35, confessed that she did 
not iove the 76 year old and rather homely 
baronet at the time, but declared that she 
sdmired his intellect more than his manly 
beauty This remark obviously pleased 
the judge, the jury, and the queen’s coun- 
sel present, as they at once straightened 
themselves up in their chairs and endeavored 
to assume expressions of countenance usual- 
ly associated with high intellectual ability. 

The lady went on to say that at lengtb she 
was compelled to draw the attention of the 
baronet to the fact that their intimacy had 
resulted In a condition prejudicial to social 
conventions with regard to unmarried ladies. 
The baronet immediately, according to her 
statement, offered to marry her by way of 
reparation, but failed to fulfill his pledge. 

Sir George then told his story and, as Was to 
be expected, rang in_his autobiography, in- 
eldentally mentioning that he had sons in 
parliament and à large family of grandchil- 
dren. He declared that his intimacy witb 
the lady was the one great sorrow of an 
otherwise happy and successful life, but to- 
tally denied that be ever had made any 
promise of marriage. 

Notwithstanding all the effort of Sir 
Charles Russell (afterwards lord chief jus- 
tice), who represented Sir George, the jury 
failed to agree upon a verdict aud the trial 
came to naught.

LAKE MICHIGAN AND LOCKPORT 
WELLS. 

Lockport, III., Feb. 1.—Could a storm on 
Lake Michigan affect wells here? One here 
is nearly 100 feet deep, drilled through yel- 
low clay and limestone, incased, and on the 
side of a hill. It seems impossible for any 
surface water to get into it. The man wo 
drilled the well said there are wells around 
here which are affected that way. After 
the storm two weeks ago my well was roily. 
It is thirty miles from the lake anfl is not 
affected by loca! rains, only general storms. 
Can you tell if atmospheric conditions have 
any effect on well springs? Where can 1 
have it tested? J. F. 8. 

The University of Chicago, Feb. 2.—I think 
it unlikely that storms on Lake Michigan 
have any direct influence upon the wells 
about Lockport, Ill. If, as suggested in the 
attached letter, there are underground con- 
nections between the waters of Lake Michi- 
gan and the wells of Lockport, I think that 
the waters in passing that distance under- 
ground would become clear. 

From several years’ experience with such 
curious questions, I should be much in- 
clined to suspect that the original observa- 
tien is but partial and that a series of 
complete observations made during and after 
st periods, with the exercise of proper 
care to eliminate al) other disturbing in- 
fluences, might either eliminate the question 
which has been raised or present a much 
more complicated problem than has here 
been suggested.

He says that the tumultuous German 
has a supreme position in the history of lit- 
erature, and that he taught German prose 
to speak like a man o' thie world.” “ He 
Was poet by divine grace, and a true 
romantic for ali the acid he dropped on ro- 
manticism; the life of his soul was an inces- 
sant surge of images, metaphors, symbol- 
isms, mythologies.” a 

Certainly, the reader who peruses this new 
biography of him will feel that he approached 
life with the intentions ot a poet: that it was 
as a poet that he writhed beneath its blows 
and exulted in ite delights. It is Interesting 
to view him after his enlistment during the 
Frenco-Urussian war. His arrogant exclu- 
sion, his aversion to pain," dirt, disorder, 
common met, and common minds broke down 
under the all-embracing humaenness of the 
army.

Jourdan did Rhodes’ private correspondence 
till his resignation as prime minister, early in 
January, 1896, consequent upon the Jameson 
invasion of the Transvaal. Although 80 in- 
timately associated with him, Mr. Jourdan 
writes, 1 never had the slightest suspicion 
of what was going on at the time, and I do not 
think anybody in the Office, not even Sir Wil- 
liam Milton, had any knowledge of the im- 
pending invasion. I suppose it was beca 
he thought that as we were government om- 
clals it would not have been right to impi- 
cate us in such a matter.” 

The raid occurred during the last few days 
of December, 1805. The late Alfred Beit was 
then staying with Rhodes at Groot Schuur. 
When the news of the raid first reachéd them 
they were excited and restless: ‘“‘ They were 
always together, and spoke in whispers to 
each other. I wae not then living with bim at 
Groot Schuur, but 1 took his letters and tele- 
grams to him every day.”

EASY MONEY A BIG HELP. 


Railroad Managers Exhibit Less 
Hesitation in Strengthen- 
ing Equipment. 


Dun’s Review, published today by R. d. 
Dun & Co., will say: 

The general conditions reflect wider con- 
fidence in the immediate outlook, and prep- 
arations for increasing activity appear in 
the leading industries, although the reduc- 
tion of idle capacity may proceed slowly. 

Heavy monthly settlements account for 
an improved volume of payments through 
the banks, and the easy borrowing rate stim- 
ulates new enterprise and satisfactory im 
vestment in securities.

„ “Railroad managers show less hesitation 
in issuing contracts for this year’s needs in 
track maintenance and necessary equipment, 
some figuring quite largely upon motive pow- 
er, cars, bridges, and extensions. More pro- 
ductive energy is seen at the rolling mills and 
forges and the outputs compare favorably 
with those of preceding weeks. 

“Steady running is noted on plates, bars, 
and wire products, and specifications for 
structural forms gain in number and size 
Prices for iron and steel products, as a 
whole, are steadier, but there are yet requests 
for concessions, which producers decline v with 
less hesitation than recently. 

‘“* Woodworking trades entered satisfactory 
orders for future deliveries and shipments of 
lumbe to factories and outside points are 
heavier, the absorption being of seasonable 
character, although railroad buying has not 


risen to expectation,
